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FORTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  for  the  Blind 
Halifax,  N.  S. 


Introduction. — The  Board  of  Managers  desire  to 
express  their  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  the  many 
blessings  upon  this  School  during  the  past  year,  especi- 
ally for  the  Providential  care  of  the  staff  and  pupils 
at  the  time  of  the  great  Halifax  disaster.  Your  Board 
feel  confident  that  the  members  of  the  Corporation,  the 
many  friends  of  the  blind,  and  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ments and  Legislatures  interested,  will  rejoice  with  them 
in  the  blessings  that  have  been  vouchsafed  the  school,  and 
in  the  uninterrupted  continuance  of  the  efforts  to  give 
to  the  blind  youth  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  New- 
foundland a thorough  and  practical  education. 

Superintendent’s  Report. — To  those  who  have  not 
had  an  opportunity  of  visiting  the  school  and  seeing  for 
themselves  the  work  that  is  being  carried  on,  the  report 
of  the  Superintendent  will  be  read  with  interest. 

Many  matters  of  vital  interest  to  the  welfare  of  the 
blind  are  dealt  with,  but  we  would  call  special  attention 
to  that  section  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  course  of  in- 
struction in  this  school.  It  is  evident  that  no  pains  are 
spared  to  place  within  the  reach  of  the.  blind  of  the  Mari- 
time Provinces  and  Newfoundland  an  education  and 
training  which  is  at  once  broad  and  practical,  and  your 
Board  feel  that  with  the  limited  income  at  their  disposal 
the  pupils  are  given  opportunities  for  self  development 
which  cannot  well  be  surpassed. 
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Your  Board  are  fully  satisfied  that  the  interests  of 
the  youthful  blind  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick, 
Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland  are  being 
served  by  this  school  in  an  up-to-date  and  progressive 
manner,  and  that  the  institution  well  deserves  the  con- 
fidence in  which  it  is  held  by  the  public  in  general. 

Maintenance.— -During  the  past  year  the  income 
of  the  school  from  all  sources  was  $46,282.65,  and  the 
expenditure  $51,297.45,  leaving  a deficit  on  current 
account  of  $5,014.80.  Our  income  is  derived  from  three 
sources,  namely,  Provincial  and  Municipal  grants,  dona- 
tions, and  the  average  number  of  pupils  in  attendance 
past  year  the  average  number  of  pupils  in  attendance 
has  been  122  1-10.  Owing  to  the  number  of  pupils  who 
returned  to  their  homes  at  the  time  of  the  explosion,  and 
did  not  re-enter  the  school,  the  attendance  was  less  than 
in  recent  years,  and  this  fact  seriously  affected  our  in- 
come. Our  total  revenue  per  pupil  was  $379.22,  while 
our  expenditure  $420.12. 

Your  directors  have  given  the  matter  of  the  main- 
tenance of  the  school  their  very  serious  consideration. 
Applications  were  made,  to  the  respective  Provincial 
Governments  to  have  the  per  capitum  allowance  in- 
creased from  two  hundred  and  fifty  to  three  hundred 
dollars  per  annum.  An  immediate  and  favorable  re- 
sponse was  made;  by  the  Government  of  Nova  Scotia 
for  which  we  are  deeply  grateful.  No  action  was  taken 
by  the  Governments  of  New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward 
Island,  and  Newfoundland,  although  the  latter  Govern- 
ment very  kindly  made  a special  grant  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  which  action  we  most  sincerely  appreciated. 

We  trust  that  New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Is- 
land and  Newfoundland  will  recognize  the  justice  of  our 
claim  for  increasing  the  grant  per  pupil  and  will  do  their 
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share  to  place  the  institution  upon  a satisfactory  finan- 
cial basis. 

Our  Household. — Aside  from  the  organization  of 
the  educational  departments  of  the  school,  it  is  necessary 
that  our  household  should  be  so  organized  as  to  provide 
for  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  staff  and  pupils, 
and  while  co-education  of  the  latter  is  recognized  in  the 
school-rooms  and  elsewhere,  arrangements  must  be  made 
for  the  complete  separation  of  the  sexes  at  all  other 
times.  It  must  alse  be  borne  in  mind  that  many  of  the 
pupils  come  to  us  without  being  able  to  help  themselves 
to  the  same  extent  as  boys  and  girls  with  sight.  Hence 
the  constant  care  and  supervision  of  these  children 
must  be  duly  considered.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing 
it  should  be  realized  that  at  least  five(  hundred  meals 
are  served  daily  in  our  dining-rooms,  and  that  much  of 
the  food  for  the  smaller  pupils  requires  special  prepara- 
tion. Under  these  circumstances  our  domestic  staff  must 
necessarily  be  larger  than  in  ordinary  boarding  schools. 

In  the  organization  of  our  domestic  staff,  efficiency 
must  be  the  first  consideration,  as  the  training  of  the 
pupils  in  the  ordinary  routine  and  details  of  daily  life 
is  quite  as  important  as  their  intellectual,  manual  or  phy- 
sical training.  Lack  of  attention  to  cleanliness,  dress 
and  deportment  and  lack  of  proper  table  manners  among 
our  graduates  would  quickly  stultify  their  skill  as  teach- 
ers of  music,  pianoforte  tuners,  masseurs,  etc.  Hence 
attention  to  these  matters,  while  they  are  pupils,  is  of 
paramount  importance. 

Our  housekeeper,  matrons  and  supervisors  are 
quietly,  yet  efficiently,  doing  a splendid  work;  a work 
which  may  not  appear  in  the  curriculum  of  the  school, 
but  which  is,  nevertheless,  just  as  necessary  for  the 
after  success  of  the  pupils,  as  it  is  for  their  present 
comfort  and  well-being. 
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Repairs  to  Building— It  is  impossible  as  yet  to 
state  definitely  to  what  extent  our  buildings  were  dam- 
aged by  the  explosion,  as  complete  repairs  cannot  be 
carried  out  before  the  next  summer  vacation.  We  are, 
however,  well  within  the  mark  when  we  state  that  the 
repairs  to  date  will  not  cost  less  than  $25,000.00.  The 
work,  so  far  finished,  has  been  done  in  a thorough  and 
satisfactory  manner  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Wm. 
T.  Horton,  Architect. 

Blinded  Soldiers.— In  view  of  the  number  of  adults 
and  children  who  lost  their  sight  at  the  time  of  the  dis- 
aster, and  the  additional  work  that  devolved  upon  this 
school  for  the  re-education  and  re-training  of  the  same, 
it  was  thought  best  by  your  Board  to  close  the  depart- 
ment for  the  training  of  Canadian  Blinded  Soldiers. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that,  in  addition  to  the 
soldiers  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  three  men  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  MacDonald  completed  their  course 
in  massage  and  won  very  high  marks  in  their  examina- 
tions in  thej  School  of  Physical  Education,  Royal  Vic- 
toria College,  McGill  University,  Montreal. 

Blind  Endowment  Fund. — Your  Board  are  grati- 
fied to  note  that  the  Blind  Endowment  Fund  has  during 
the  year  made  steady  progress.  The  beneficient  pur- 
poses of  this  fund  have  only  to  be  more  thoroughly 
understood  in  order  to  insure  public  interest  in  its 
growth,  and  a still  larger  inflow  of  subscriptions.  Not 
only  will  this  school  directly  benefit  from  the  income 
arising  from  this  fund,  but  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
welfare  of  our  graduates,  the  teaching  of  the  adult  blind 
in  their  homes,  the  prevention  of  blindness,  the  publish- 
ing of  Canadian  literature  in  the  Braille  Point  System 
and  the  providing  of  scholarships  and  special  grants 
will  receive  the  financial  support  they  require  and 
deserve. 
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Superintendent. — Our  Superintendent’s  very  full 
report  explains  the  difficulties  we  have  undergone  dur- 
ing the  past  year  caused  by  the  terrible  explosion  of  the 
“Mont  Blanc”  on  the  6th  of  December  last. 

Under  ordinary  circumstances  our  income  is  insuf- 
ficient to  maintain  the  school  hut  the  increased  cost  of 
everything  at  the  present  time  makes  the  problem  of 
maintenance  a very  serious  one. 

Sir  Frederick  has  been  severely  tried  by  want  of 
funds  hut  has  endeavored  in  every  way  to  fulfil  his  re- 
sponsibilities to  the  school  and  also  to  assist  and  help 
the  blind  caused  by  the  explosion  in  every  way 
possible.  We  feel  confident  that  the  Governments  of 
the  Maritime  Provinces  and  individuals  interested  in 
the  care,  welfare  and  education  of  the  blind  will  assist 
him  in  keeping  this  school  up  to  the  high  standard  it 
has  always  attained  for  so  many  years  under  his 
management. 

We  hope  and  pray  that  he  may  be  given  health  to 
continue  the  work  for  the  blind  for  many  years  to  come.

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Superintendent’s  Report 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School 
For  the  Blind: 

Gentlemen,  The  table  of  attendance  herewith  sub- 
ni:tf^  i shows  that  162  blind  persons  have  been 
under  instruction  during  the  past  year,  of  whom 
8S  were  males  and  74  females.  ' Of  these  47 
giadr.ated  or  remained  at  home,  making  the  total  num- 
ber registered  December  1st,  1918,  115,  of  whom  59  are 
males  and  56  females.  Of  these  78  are  from  the  Province 
of  Nova  Scotia,  18  from  New  Brunswick,  3 from  Prince 
Edward  Island,  15  from  Newfoundland  and  1 from 
British  Columbia.

The  School.  The  very  exceptional  conditions  in 
Halifax  resulting  from  the  terrible  disaster  of  December 
6th,  1917  have  seriously  affected  the  work  of  the  school 
during  the  past  year,  and  have  made  it  most  difficult  to 
carry  on  the  several  department  of  the  school  on  the 
normal  lines  followed  in  previous  years. 


We  have  reason  to  be  devoutly  thankful  that,  while 
many  citizens  lost  their  lives  at  the  time  of  the  explo- 
sion, the  staff  and  pupils  of  this  school  escaped  serious 
injury. 


Our  buildings  withstood  the  terrible  shock  without 
great  structural  damage,  saving  to  window  glass,  plast- 
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ered  ceilings  and  walls,  doors,  window  frames  and  much 
of  the  internal  woodwork.  The  temporary  repairs  of  the 
buildings  were  carried  out  within  a few  weeks  of  the  ex- 
plosion, and  during  the  summer  holidays  permanent 
repairs  have  been  made  in  the  residence  buildings  which 
are  now  in  good  condition.  Owing  to  the  difficulty  of 
procuring  labor,  the  repairing  of  our  school  building  has 
to  be  postponed  until  next  summer.  The  repair  work 
has  been  supervised  by  Wm.  T.  Horton,  Architect, 
and  has  been  most  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

Owing  to  the  urgent  demand  for  hospital  accommo- 
dation in  the  city  on  the  day  of  the  explosion,  temporary 
hospital  wards  for  injured  children  and  adults  were 
opened  in  our  school  building.  Upwards  of  fifty  patients 
were  tenderly  cared  for,  and  for  more  than  a week  by  the 
members  of  the  staff  and  the  pupils  of  the  school  with 
the  aid  of  vounteer  nurses,  Miss  Lockward,  the  trained 
nurse  of  the  school,  being  in  special  charge. 

The  parents  of  the  pupils  residing  outside  of  the 
city,  peing  naturally  anxious  as  to  the  safety  and  well- 
being of  their  children,  telegraphed  to  have  them  sent 
home.  Their  wishes  were  complied  with  as  soon  as 
transportation  could  be  secured.  When  the  school  re- 
opened on  January  25th,  the  majority  of  the  pupils  re- 
turned, but  twenty-five  of  the  boys  and  girls  remained 
at  home.  A few  of  these  re-entered  when  the  school  re- 
opened in  September,  but  a number  of  them  have  failed 
to  come  back.  Owing  to  this,  and  other  reasons,  the  at- 
tendance, as  is  shown  by  the  register,  is  below  that  of 
recent  years. 

Halifax  Blind  Relief  Committee. — On  December 
14th,  1917,  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  members  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  was 
held  in  the  Institution.  At  this  meeting  it  wTas  decided  to 
appoint  a special  committee  with  a view  to  securing  a 
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complete  registration  of  those  who  had  lost  their  sight 
at  the  time  of  the  disaster,  and  to  take  such  further  steps 
as  were  necessary  for  the  education  and  re-training  of 
the  newly  blinded  of  the  city.  The  report  of  this  com- 
mittee is  submitted  herewith.  Also  a statement  of 
money  received  by  it,  and  expenses  incurred  in  carrying 
on  the  work. 

The  Staff. — The  School  for  the  Blind  is  fortunate 
in  having  an  excellent  staff  of  teachers  who  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  Literary,  Musical  and  Industrial  Depart- 
ments with  zeal  and  energy. 

During  the  past  year  Miss  Margaret  Wright,  Miss 
Annie  Fraser,  Miss  Freda  Murray,  kindergartener,  and 
Mr.  O.  P.  Cormier,  teacher  of  pianoforte  tuning,  resign- 
ed their  positions  in  the  school.  Their  places  have  been 
taken  by  Miss  Dorothy  Townsend  of  Halifax,  N.  S. 
Miss  Mary  Dence  of  Halifax,  N.  S.,  and  Miss  M.  Barnes, 
kindergartener  of  St.  John,  N.  B.  Instruction  in  piano- 
forte tuning  is  carried  on  conjointly  by  Messrs.  S.  Hay- 
den and  J.  P.  Henriaty,  regular  members  of  the  staff. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Miss 
Jean  Allison,  for  many  years  teacher  of  vocal  music  in 
this  school.  Miss  Allison  was  seriously  injured  at  her 
home  at  the  time  of  the  great  disaster,  and  though  she 
made  a brave  fight  for  life,  she  died  two  months  later, 
as  a result  of  her  injuries.  Miss  Allison  was  a gifted 
and  painstaking  teacher  and  her  death  is  mourned  by 
her  many  friends  within  and  without  the  school. 

Miss  May  McNeil,  a graduate  of  the  school,  has 
assumed  the  duties  of  vocal  teacher. 

Course  of  Instruction. — The  course  of  instruction 
in  a school  for  the  blind  must  necessarily  be  of  a more 
varied  character  than  that  followed  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  Province.  The  future  of  these  pupils  when  they 
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become  graduates  depends  largely  on  the  thoroughness 
of  their  training  in  the  Literary  Department  and  of  the 
opportunities  they  have  had  of  vocational  training  along 
the  lines  suited  to  their  capabilities  and  in  which  their 
handicap  of  blindness  will  not  prove  an  insuperable 
obstacle  to  success. 

Our  Literary  Department  is  well  graded  and  well 
staffed.  Pupils  of  good  ability,  who  have  proved  them- 
selves industrious  students,  may  pass  from  the  kinder- 
garten class  through  the  various  grades  to  the  academic 
course  in  grade  A.,  and  thence,  if  ambitious,  may  matric- 
ulate in  any  one  of  the  universities  or  colleges  of  the 
Maritime  Provinces.  Believing,  as  I do,  that  the  mental 
faculties  of  the  pupils  are  just  as  keen  as  those  of  boys 
and  girls  with  sight,  and  that  these  faculties  are  in  no- 
wise handicapped  by  blindness,  I have  always  striven  to 
inspire  our  pupils  with  a desire  to  reach  the  highest  pos- 
sible standard  in  their  literary  work,  knowing  full  well 
that  intellectual  acumen  will  do  more  to  insure  their 
success  in  the  world  outside  of  the  school,  than  any  other 
training  that  we  may  give. 

The  Literary  Department,  of  which  Mr.  S.  R. 
Hussey  is  the  supervisor,  is  thoroughly  organized  and 
its  work  will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  any  similar 
institution  on  this  Continent. 

Our  Music  Department,  which  is  in  charge  of  Mr. 
H.  B.  Campbell,  has  been,  and  is  doing  thorough  and 
efficient  work.  While  it  is  true  that  some  of  the  pupils 
in  this  department  will  never  reach  a high  standard  of 
excellence,  it  is  also,  true  that  the  knowledge  they  gain 
of  vocal  or  instrumental  music  while  students  in  this 
department  will  prove  a lifelong  pleasure  and  will 
socially  and  otherwise  be  of  great  advantage  to  them, 
io  the  majority  of  students  in  the  music  department 
scientific  and  up-to-date  instruction  is  given  in  vocal  and 
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instrumental  music.  They  all  become  proficient  in  the 
reading  of  Braille  musical  notation,  in  harmonic  nota- 
tion, voice  building,  and  piano  and  organ  technique,  so 
that  when  they  complete  their  course  and  receive  their 
diplomas  they  are  fully  equipped  to  give  instruction  in 
music  to  boys  and  girls  with  sight.  Mr.  Hollis  Lindsay 
who  was  trained  in  this  school  is  now  principal  of  the 
music  department  in  a large  school  for  girls  in  Houlton, 
Maine.  Many  other  instances  might  be  given  of  gradu- 
ates of  this  school,  who  have  earned  comfortable  livings 
as  teachers  of  the  voice  or  pianoforte. 

The  Industrial  training  of  our  girls  has  now  reach- 
ed a standard  of  which  the  school  may  be  proud.  Under 
the  able  direction  of  Miss  Root  of  Marblehead,  Mass- 
achusetts, and  her  several  assistants,  the  girls  are  re- 
serving an  industrial  training  far  in  advance  of  that  of 
previous  years.  In  addition  to  knitting,  sewing,  crochet- 
ing and  basketry,  special  attention  is  given  to  art  weav- 
ing of  rugs  and  many  other  articles,  and  the  making  of 
useful  and  attractive  speciments  of  pottery.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  foregoing,  a number  of  the  older  girls  receive 
special  training  in  home  cookery  and  household  science. 

The  boys  and  men  find  in  our  boys’  Industrial  De- 
partment facilities  for  vocational  training  fully  abreast 
of  the  times.  As  pianoforte  tuners  they  are  carefully 
trained  by. Messrs.  Hayden  and  Henriaty  to  tune  and 
repair  pianos  of  all  makes.  The  success  with  which  the 
graduates  have  met  as  pianoforte  tuners  is  well  known 
throughout  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Henriaty,  foreman  of  our  Boys  Industrial 
Department,  is  one  of  the  best  all-around  instructors  of 
the  blind  that  I have  ever  known.  His  thorough  know- 
ledge of  mattress-making,  broom-making,  shoe-repairing 
and  rug  weaving,  and  his  faculty  for  imparting  this 
knowledge  to  those  who  are  blind,  coupled  with  his  in- 
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dustry  and  quiet  enthusiasm,  make  him  a most  valued 
member  of  our  staff.  Instruction  is  also  given  in  the 
cane-seating  of  chairs,  and  in  brush-making,  while 
special  training  is  given  to  a limited  number  of  pupils 
in  poultry  raising. 

Health. — Every  precaution  is  taken  to  keep  the 
health  of  the  pupils  up  to  the  highest  standard.  The 
regular  life  which  the  pupils  lead  with  abundance  of 
good  wholesome  food  and  ample  rest,  recreation  and 
exercise,  and  the  vigilant  care  of  the  trained  nurse  and 
matrons,  all  tend  to  keep  the  average  of  health  satisfac- 
tory in  every  way. 

Miss  Tryphena  Ellsworth  of  Carmanville,  New- 
foundland, who  developed  tuerbculosis  during  the  sum- 
mer vacation  of  last  year, died  at  the  Hazlewood  Sani- 
tarium ou  May  24th,  much  to  the  regret  of  her  school- 
mates and  friends  in  the  institution.

— Since  the  publi- 
cation of  the  last  annual  report,  active  measures  have 
been  taken  to  increase  the  much  needed  Blind  Endow- 
ment 1 und.  This  fund  which  is  under  the  distinguish-

ed  patronage  of  Her  Excellency,  the  Duchess  of  Devon- 
shire, is  controlled  by  three  trustees,  namely,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Managers,  School  for  the  Blind, 
the  Treasurer  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  and  the  East- 
ern Trust  Company  of  Halifax.  As  will  be  seen  by 
reference  to  the  statement  of  the  fund  herewith  append- 
ed, the  trustees  now  hold  securities  to  the  value  of  $50,- 
000.00  the  income  of  which  will  be  allocated  to  the  work 
for  the  blind,  both  in  and  outside  the  institution. 

I desire  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and 
myself  to  sincerely  thank  the  various  organizations  and 
individuals  who  have  so  generously  aided  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  this  fund.  I sincerely  trust  that  the  fund 
may  steadily  be  augmented  so  that  the  comprehensive 
work  for  the  blind,  which  we  have  in  view,  may  be  car- 
ried steadily  forward.  Special  thanks  are  due  to  the 
auxiliary  workers  for  the  blind  throughout  Nova  Scotia 
and  New  Brunswick,  who  have  shown  by  their  contribu- 
tions their  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  blind  and 
who  have  expressed  their  willingness  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  forward  the  interest  of  those  deprived  of  sight. 

Auxiliary  associations  of  workers  for  the  blind  have 
through  the  efforts  of  the  organizing  secretary,  Mr. 
John  Weir,  been  established  in  Amherst,  Windsor,  Wolf- 
ville,  Kentville,  Bridgetown,  Annapolis,  Digby  and  Yar- 
mouth, N.  S.,  and  St.  John,  Fredericton,  Sussex,  Monc- 
ton and  Sackville,  N.  B.  Similar  organizations  will  be 
formed  in  all  the  principal  towns  in  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces and  Newfoundland.  The  co-operation  of  these 
associations  will  give  greater  publicity  to  the  work  of 
the  school  for  the  Blind;  will  insure  the  attendance  at 
the  School  of  boys  and  girls  who,  from  lack  of  sight,  are 
unable  to  study  in  the  public  schools;  will  expedite 
methods  for  preventing  blindness;  will  help  us  in  the 
beneficient  work  of  teaching  the  blind  in  their  homes, 
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and  will  encourage  our  graduates  by  securing  employ- 
ment in  the  many  localities  in  which  they  have  settled, 
ft  is  for  the  furtherance  of  this  work  that  the  Blind  En- 
dowment Fund  has  been  established,  and  it  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  with  the  sympathetic  and  practical  co-opera- 
tion of  the  various  associations  of  workers  for  the  blind 
great  good  may  result,  that  will  prove  an  untold  bless- 
ing to  those  who  are  deprived  of  sight. 

Financial  Outlook. — The  difficulty  of  making  a 
limited  income  meet  an  increasing  expenditure  is  one 
this  school,  in  common  with  many  other  educational 
institutions,  has  had  to  deal  with  during  the  past  few 
years.  The  remedy  would  seem  to  be  to  increase  the 
income  of  the  school  or  reduce  the  expenses  but  neither 
of  these  expedients  is  an  easy  matter.  The  yearly  out- 
lay for  salaries,  board,  laundry,  repairs  and  fuel  has, 
despite  the  utmost  economy,  steadily  increased,  and 
under  present  conditions  there  appears  to  be  little  pros- 
pect of  further  economy  in  this  direction.  On  the  other 
hand  our  income  which  is  dependent  upon  provincial 
and  municipal  grants,  upon  donations  and  interest  upon 
investments,  shows  little  improvement  as  compared  with 
the  increased  expenditure.  The  response  of  our  appeal 
to  the  legislature  of  Nova  'Scotia  to  increase  the  annual 
per  capitum  grant  per  pupil  from  two  hundred  and  fifty 
to  three  hundred  dollars  was  cordially  complied  with, 
but  owing  to  various  circumstances  the  provinces  of  New 
Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island  and  the  Govern- 
ment of  Newfoundland  made  no  change  in  their  per  capi- 
tum grants,  although  wo  are  indebted  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  Newfoundland  for  a special  grant  of  one  thous- 
and dollars  to  enable  the  school  to  meet  its  serious  obli- 
gations. We  are  also  indebted  to  a number  of  kind 
friends  who  during  the  past  year  have  assisted  us  with 
liberal  donations.  These  contributions  have  in  a mea- 
suie  been  offset  by  a reduction  in  our  income  consequent 
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upon  the  non-attendance  of  pupils  after  the  explosion. 
We  can  only  hope  that  the  governments  of  our  sister 
provinces  and  Newfoundland  may  follow  the  example 
which  has  been  set  them  by  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia. 

Conclusion, — In  closing  thiis  report,  I desire'  to 
thank  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  cordial  support 
that  they  have  given  me  at  all  times,  especially  in  these 
times  of  stress  and  strain.

I have  audited  the  hooks  and  accounts  of  the  School  Current  Ac- 
count for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30th,  1918,  and  I certify 
-that  in  my  opinion  the  attached  Balance  Sheet  and1  Statement  of  In- 
come and  Expenditure  are  properly  drawn  up  and  show  the  true 
financial  position  of  the  Current  Account,  as  at  November  30th,  1918, 
according  to  the  information  given  me  and  as  shown  by  the  books 
of  the  School.  All  my  requirements  as  auditor  were  complied  with. 

The  valuation  shown  on  the  attached  Balance  Sheet,  covering 
Furniture  and  Equipment,  is  as  estimated  by  your  Superintendent, 
Sir  C.  F.  Fraser. 

No  provision  has  been  made  for  Depreciation  on  Buildings. 

The  question  of  the  collection  of  the  claim,  amounting  at  30th 
November,  1918,  to  $18,178.30,  against  the  Halifax  Relief  Commis- 
sion for  “Explosion  Damages”,  depends  upon  the  action  of  the  Fed- 
eral Government.  At  'the  present  time  the  Commission  have  not  been 
placed  in  funds  -to  pay  claims  of  institutions  in  full.  A grant  of  $6,000 
on  account  of  this  claim  was  received  from  the  Commission  on  March 
31st,  1919,  and  such  further  grant  will  be  made  as  available  funds 
will  permit,  when  accounts  and  vouchers  for  all  claimed  damages  are 
presented  and  passed  upon  by  the  Appraisal  Board  of  the  Com- 
mission.

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Report  of  Halifax  Blind  Relief  Committee 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind: 

The  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  took 
place  on  December  14th,  eight  days  after  the  terrible  dis- 
aster which  overwhelmed  Halifax  as  a result  of  the  ex- 
plosion of  the  cargo  of  the  S.  S.  Mont  Blanc.  In  view 
of  the  number  of  cases  of  persons  reported  to  have  lost 
their  sight  or  to  have  had  their  eyes  injured  by  concus- 
sion and  flying  glass  at  the  time  of  the  explosion,  it  was 
decided  at  the  meeting  to  appoint  a special  committee  of 
the  Corporation  to  be  known  as  the  Halifax  Blind  Re- 
lief Committee.  The  said  Committee  to  take  such  steps 
as  were  necessary  to  make  provision  for  the  care  of  all 
persons  who  had  been  rendered  totally  or  practically 
blind  by  the  explosion  and  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  pre- 
vent the  loss  of  sight  of  those  whose  eyes  had 
been  more  or  less  seriously  injured.

The  Blind  Relief  Committee  met  for  organization 
on  December  21st,  and  elected  the  following  officers : 
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Chairman — Sir  Frederick  Fraser. 

Vice-Chairman — Hon.  Chief  Justice  Harris.

Mr.  Edward  E.  Allen,  Director  of  the  Perkins  In- 
stitution for  the  Blind,  Watertown,  Massachusetts,  being 
greatly  interested  in  the  newly  blinded  of  Halifax  had 
taken  steps  to  interest  the  American  Bed  Cross  in  the 
serious  eye  problems  now  confronting  Halifax,  and  had 
induced  that  organization  to  send  Miss  Lucy  Wright  of 
Boston  to  Halifax  in  order  to  help  the  Blind  Relief  Com- 
mittee in  making  a correct  registration  of  the  names, 
ages  and  addresses  of  those  who  had  one  or  both  eyes 
injured  by  the  explosion.  Miss  Wright,  who  had  been 
for  many  years  a successful  social  worker  among  the 
blind  of  Massachusetts,  and  her  assistant,  Miss  Ham- 
burger, came  to  Halifax  and  for  upwards  of  ten  days 
worker  indefatigably  in  securing  the  data  with  respect 


to  the  newly  blinded  of  the  city.  In  her  report,  sub- 
mitted on  January  1st,  Miss  Wright  made  the  following 
classification  of  those  who  had  suffered  eye  injuries  on 
December  6th. 

Totally  or  practically  blind 41 

Doubtful  205 

One  eye  remaining  normal 85 

Recovered  vision  both  eyes 2 

Total 333 


Early  in  January,  Miss  Wright  returned  to  Boston 
and  through  the  kind  representations  of  Mr.  Edward 
E.  Allen,  the  American  Red  Cross  deputed  Miss  Lotta 
Rand,  of  the  Massachusetts  Commission  for  the  Blind,  to 
come  to  Halifax  and  continue  the  registration  of  the 
newly  blinded  of  the  city  and  to  co-operate  with  the 
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Commission  in  any  steps  that  might  be  taken  to  prevent 
blindness. 

About  the  same  time  the  Halifax  representative  of 
the  American  Red  Cross  notified  the  Chairman  ot  the 
Committee  that  Mr.  Edward  E.  Allen,  Director  of  Per- 
kins Institution  for  the  Blind,  Watertown,  Mass.,  Mr. 
Edward  M.  VanCleve,  Superintendent  of  the  New  York 
Sclioo  for  the  Blind,  and  Mr.  0.  II.  Burritt,  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Pennsylvania  School  for  the  Blind,  Over- 
brook, Pa.,  had  been  appointed  to  act  with  the  Chair- 
man, Vice-Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Blind  Relief 
Committee  as  a special  Committee  of  the  American  Red 
Cross  to  take  such  steps  as  were  necessary  in  promoting 
the  welfare  of  the  newly  blinded  of  Halifax,  Mr.  Allen 
to  be  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee. 

On  January  19th,  a meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee 
of  the  American  Red  Cross  was  held  in  Halifax,  Messrs. 
Allen  and  VanCleve,  the  American  representatives,  be- 
ing in  attendance.  Mrs.  Hannington  of  Ottawa,  and 
Mrs.  Dennis  of  Halifax,  representing  the  Victorian 
Order  of  Nurses,  attended  the  meeting  by  request. 

It  having  been  found  that  more  help  was  required  for 
follow-up  work  among  the  newly  blinded  of  the  city,  Mrs. 
Hannington  kindly  agreed  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Committee  the  services  of  Miss  Russel  of  Ottawa,  and 
five  Victorian  nurses.  Subsequently  this  corps  of  work- 
ers was  joined  by  two  Deaconesses  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  These  ladies  worked  indefatigably  and  were 
instrumental  in  sending  a number  of  persons  whose  eyes 
had  been  injured  to  the  local  oculists  of  Halifax.  Also 
in  having  them  fitted  with  proper  glasses,  etc. 

At  the  meeting  referred  to  Mrs.  Hannington  urged 
the  establishment  of  a free  eye  clinic  for  the  newly  blind 
and  her  idea  was  cordially  endorsed  by  those  present. 
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Without  going  into  particulars  as  to  the  clinic  open- 
ed by  Dr.  Stirling  of  Montreal  conjointly  with  the  ocu- 
lists of  Halifax,  and  at  a later  date  the  re-opening  of  the 
clinic  by  Dr.  Harvey  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  with  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  our  local  oculists,  it  may  be  said  that  by 
effort  of  these  two  clinics  with  admirable  follow-up 
work  performed  by  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses  and 
other  helpers,  and  the  energetic  work  carried  out  from  the 
day  of  the  disaster  by  the  local  and  visiting  oculists,  many 
persons  in  Halifax  today  enjoy  good  vision,  who,  had  it 
not  been  for  activities  of  these  several  agencies  might 
have  been  doomed  to  life-long  blindness. 

During  the  winter  several  social  workers  were  en- 
gaged to  visit  the  newly  blinded  in  their  homes  and  in 
the  hospitals.  Two  home  teachers  were  also  employed 
to  teach  Braille  reading  and  writing  to  adults.  Seven 
young  girls  were  admitted  as  regular  pupils  of  the 
.School  for  the  Blind,  and  several  adults  received  daily 
instruction  in  the  Industrial  Department  of  the  School. 
It  was  found  that  owing  to  the  crowded  home  conditions 
of  many  of  the  adults,  and  to  the  fact  that  many  were 
still  suffering  from  nerve  shock  or  injuries  received  at 
the  time  of  the  explosion,  and  also  to  the  severe  weather 
conditions  that  it  was  impossible  to  carry  on  very  active 
work  in  the  retraining  of  those  who  had  lost  their  sight. 

Early  in  April  Miss  Rand  received  an  urgent  recall 
to  her  work  for  the  blind  in  Boston  and  your  Committee 
secured  the  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Murphy  of 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  who  had  had  several  years  experience 
in  work  for  those  deprived  of  sight. 

With  the  improved  weather  conditions  of  the  spring 
and  the  improved  health  of  the  newly  blinded,  RcRv e 
work  was  taken  up  more  particularly  among  the  1 llu 
women  in  their  homes.  Sewing-machines,  washing- 
machines  and  bread-mixers  were  donated  to  these  women 
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by  the  Halifax  representatives  of  the  Massachusetts 
Relief  Fund  and  teachers  were  employed  to  give  special 
instruction  in  household  management.  These  efforts 
were  supplemented  by  Mrs.  Murphy  who  on  three  after- 
noons of  each  week  held  cooking  or  sewing  classes  at  the 
School  for  the  Blind.  By  the  middle  of  June,  the  school 
having  closed,  the,  buildings  were  made  available  for  Mr. 
Murphy  and  his  corps  of  teachers  to  cany  on  summer 
classes.  These  were  kept  up  for  two  months  and  the 
, newly  blinded  men  and  women  of  the  city  enjoyed  ex- 
cellent facilities  for  being  retrained  for  active  duties  of 
life.  Towards  the  end  of  July  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Murphy 
resigned  their  positions  intending  to  leave  for  similar 
work  in  one  of  the  cities  of  the  United  States.  The  Hali- 
fax Relief  Committee,  having  from  the  day  of  its  ap- 
pointment felt  itself  in  a special  degree  responsible  for 
those  who  had  become  totally  or  partially  blind  through 
the  disaster,  then  decided  to  relieve  the  Halifax  Blind 
Relief  Committee  of  further  supervision  of  the  work 
for  the  newly  blinded  and  arranged  to  re-engage  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Murphy  from  September  15th,  after  these  active 
workers  had  enjoyed  a months  holiday  in  New  York. 

The  Blind  Relief  Committee  in  resigning  its  active 
work  for  the  newly  blinded  of  Halifax  are  satisfied  that 
through  its  efforts,  seconded  by  the  American  Red 
Cross,  a very  perfect  registration  has  been  made  of  the 
names,  addresses,  etc.,  of  those  whose  eyes  were  injured 
at  the  time  of  the  disaster.  Your  committee  also  feels 
that  through  its  efforts,  seconded  by  the  oculists  of  Hali- 
fax, the  number  of  those  who  are  totally  or  practically 
blind  has  been  materially  reduced,  and  that  through  its 
agency  the  outlook  for  the  unfortunate  victims  of  the 
disaster  has  been  permanently  brightened.  The  work 
whieh  we  have  been  doing  will  doubtless  be  carried  on 
by  the  Halifax  Relief  Commission  with  energy  and  sue- 
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cess  and  we  hope  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  newly 
blinded  as  well  as  to  the  community  at  large. 

The  following  figures  respecting  those  who  had 
their  eyes  injured  in  the  explosion  are  taken  from  the 
registration  cards  of  November  1st.
